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Gentlemen, 

I herewith  beg-  to  present  to  you  my  Report  for  the  year  1914 
which  will  follow  on  the  same  lines  as  previous  reports,  as 
suggested  in  the  order  of  the  Local  Goverment  Board. 

As  each  year  comes  round,  the  work  tends  to  steadily  increase, 
especially  the  clerical  work  which  takes  up  a great  deal  of  time 
without, any  apparent  result  to  show  for  it  in  a report  of  this  kind. 

POPULATION  AND  BIRTH-RATE. 

The  population  of  the  district  continues  to  steadily  increase 
and  works  out  for  this  year,  estimated  in  the  usual  way,  at  47,814 
The  increase  is  chiefly  due  to  coal  mining  developments 
throughout  the  district  and  the  unusually  high  birth-rate  which 
has  always  been  a feature  of  this  area. 

The  total  number  of  births  during  the  year  was  1698  which 
gives  a birth  rate  of  35.5  per  thousand.  This  is  rather  below 
the  average  of  the  district  but  is  considerably  in  excess  of  that  for 
England  and  Wales  which  is  23  8.  This  high  birth  rate  means 
that  we  have  in  our  midst  a very  large  child  and  infant  population, 
whose  care  and  welfare  is  a very  important  part  of  the  work  of 
the  Council,  especially  will  this  be  so  in  the  immeiiate  future  after 
this  disastrous  war  has  come  to  an  end. 

DEATHS. 

The  mortality  tables  give  a total  number  of  deaths  registered 
in  the  district  of  751,  yielding  a death  rate  of  16.4  per  thousand. 
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which  is  above  the  averag'e,  and  not  very  satisfactory.  The 
death  rate  for  Eng-land  and  Wales  is  14.7.  This  unsatisfactory 
fig^ure  is  accounted  for  in  a g^reat  measure  I think  by  the  present 
crowded  state  of  the  houses,  many  containing'  two  families,  one  in 
the  front  room  and  one  in  the  back  room,  and  consequently  the 
health  of  the  tenants  is  seriously  affected  especially  the  younger 
children.  Until  this  state  of  thing  is  remedied  we  cannot  expect 
satisfactory  records.  Amongst  the  chief  causes  of  death  are 
Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia  (155)  Malformations  and  Premature 

irth  (87),  Measles  (45),  Phthisis  (34),  and  Cancer  (33). 

% 

INFANT  MORTALIT  Y RATE. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  works  out  at  152  per  thousand  nett 
births,  which  is  very  disappointing  and  unsatisfactory,  being 
considerably  above  the  average  for  the  district  and  comparing 
very  badly  with  that  of  England  and  Wales,  which  was  105. 
The  diseases  mainly  accounting'  for  death  were  Diarrhoea  and 
Gastritis  64,  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia  50,  Marasmus  and  Debility 
51,  Premature  Birth  44,  and  Measles  lO. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  a great  deal  of  this  appalling  loss  of 
life  is  preventable,  and  as  I have  reported  before,  leaving  out  of 
account  climatic  conditions  and  epidemics,  especially  of  measles, 
the  chief  exciting  causes  that  can  be  decilt  with  and  removed 
are  (i)  The  present  insanitary  privy  midden  which  encourages  the 
swarms  of  flies  in  and  around  the  backs  of  the  houses  and  (2)  the 
present  crowded  state  of  the  houses  owing  to  their  scarcity 
in  the  district.  It  is  almost  impossible  in  my  opinion  to  get 
any  really  good  and  satisfactory  result  from  the  Notification 
of  Births  and  other  measures  that  have  been  taken  to  reduce  this 
death  rate,  whilst  these  two  factors  are  at  work. 

ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 

During  the  year  Infectious  Diseases  have  been  fairly 
prevalent  and  the  Zymotic  deaths  work  out  at  3.1,  wdiich  is  rather 
above  the  average.  Taking  into  consideration  the  crowded  state 
of  the  houses  and  that  the  population  is  chiefly  engag'ed  in  mining- 
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and  continually  moving*  from  one  district  to  anotlier,  I 
think  this  may  be  considered  satisfactory. 

Below  will  be  found  a few  notes  and  comments  dealing-  with 
each  disease. 

It  will  be  noted  that  those  infectious  diseases  which  are 
usually  looked  upon  as  so  serious  such  as  diphtheria,  and  scarlet 
fever,  caused  very  few  deaths  as  compared  with  epidemic  diarrhoea, 
measles  and  whooping  cough,  which  tend  to  be  regarded  as  of 
of  little  importance  by  the  general  public. 

Scarlet  Fever.  Only  two  deaths  occurred  from  this  disease  both 
taking  place  at  the  Isolation  Hospital  to  which  they  had  been 
removed  out  of  a total  of  179  cases;  174  of  the  cases  were  removed 
to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

The  disease  w^as  especially  prevalent  during  the  early  months 
of  the  year  in  February,  March,  and  April,  the  majority  of  the  cases 
coming  from  Ackworth  where  there  were  53  cases  altogether  during 
the  year,  Hemsworth  36,  and  South  Elmsall  and  Moorthorpe  21. 
In  no  case  was  there  any  serious  epidemic  calling*  for  any  special 
measures. 

Enteric  Fever.  There  were  34  cases  of  this  disease  during  the 
year.  The  majority  of  the  cases  arose  out  of  a small  outbreak 
during  the  Autumn  at  South  Kirkby.  The  original  source  of  the 
disease  was  doubtful  but  all  the  cases  in  this  area  numbering  18 
altogether,  were  contacts  one  from  the  other,  being  either 
relations  or  friends  who  came  in  to  help  and  nurse. 

A contributory  cause  of  the  spread  of  the  disease  was  undoubt- 
edly the  insufficiency  of  privy  accommodation  there  being  in  this 
particular  street,  only  one  privy  to  tw'o  houses  and  in  many  of  the 
houses  themselves  there  were  two  families.  The  privies  were 
thoroughly  and  regularly  cleansed  and  the  drains  flushed  and  an 
order  made  for  the  building  of  an  adecjuate  number  of  conveniences 
and  all  the  cases  were  removed  to  the  Hospital. 

The  cases  w’ere  of  rather  a severe  type  and  out  of  the  total  of 
34  cases,  there  were  5 deaths. 

Diphtheria.  This  disease  was  very  prevalent  during  the  first  half 
of  the  year,  especially  at  Great  Houghton,  Hemsworth,  South  Kirkby 
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and  Ackvvorth,  the  total  number  of  cases  being  165,  of  which  6 
ended  fatally  ; 154  of  the  cases  were  removed  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital. 

The  chief  outbreak  was  at  Great  Houghton  and  particularly 
amongst  scholars  attending  the  Church  School.  The  School  was 
found  to  be  in  an  insanitary  state  and  no  doubt  was  the  source  of 
origin  of  many  of  the  cases.  After  a careful  inspection  of  the 
premises  a report  on  its  condition  was  sent  to  the  Education 
Authority  and  the  Managers  were  requested  to  have  the  necessary 
repairs  and  alterations  done.  At  the  same  lime  with  the  aid  of 
one  of  the  staff  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  swabs 
were  taken  of  the  throats  of  the  scholars,  but  without  discovering 
any  unrecognised  cases  that  had  escaped  notice. 

Measles.  During  the  whole  year  there  have  been  outbreaks  of 
this  disease  in  various  townships  throughout  the  district. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year,  Hemsworth  was  chiefly 
affected,  necessitating  school  closure.  Later  in  April  and  May, 
Brierley  was  effected  and  the  school  closed. 

In  July  an  outbreak  occurred  in  South  Kirkby  district  and  in 
October  the  disease  was  again  prevalent  in  Hemsworth. 

In  November  the  disease  made  its  appearance  at  Grimethorpe 
and  school  closure  was  necessary. 

The  cases  were  of  rather  a severe  type,  and  lung  complications 
frequently  followed.  Altogether  there  were  45  deaths  directly 
attributable  to  this  disease.  Unfortunately  Measles  is  very  infect- 
ious at  its  very  earliest  stag'e  and  it  seems  almost  impossible  to 
prevent  it  spreading  when  once  it  has  got  a start,  unless 
immediate  precautions  are  taken  to  isolate  the  cases  which  the 
parents  in  the  majority  of  cases  fail  to^do.  During  the  summer 
voluntary  rnotification  of  Measles  was  tried  but  proved  an  entire 
failure,  the  parenlsapparently  not  considering  it  worth  while  to  take 
the  trouble  to  inform  me. 
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WHOOPING  COUGH. 

There  were  outbreaks  of  this  disease  at  Hemsworth  in 
January  and  May  and  also  in  the  hitter  part  of  the  year  at  South 
Kirkby.  The  cases  were  not  of  a severe  type  and  there  were 
only  14  deaths,  which  is  considerably  below  the  average  for 
recent  years. 


Epidemic  Diarrhoea.  This  disease  has  been  already  alluded  to 
under  Infant  Mortality.  It  made  its  appearance  in  July  and 
August  and  was  at  its  height  in  September  and  was  responsible 
for  a great  many  deaths  amongst  the  infant  population. 


Phthisis.  During  the  year  there  has  been  a slight  decline  in  the 
number  of  cases  notified,  the  total  being  67  as  compared  with  82 
last  year.  The  townships  supplying  the  most  cases  were  Hems- 
worth 35,  South  Elmsall  12,  South  Kirkby  6, and  AckworthS.  The 
undue  proportion  in  Hemsworth  I think  may  be  accounted  for  by 
the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  being  situated  there  and  consequent 
greater  activit}*  in  discovering'  contacts,  etc.  An  increased  amount 
of  work  has  been  done  in  dealing  with  Phthisis  cases  during  the 
year.  Every  case  notified  is  visited  and  given  full  instructions  as 
to  treatment  and  precautions  to  be  taken  to  prevent  infection. 
When  possible  the  patients  are  advised  to  attend  the  nearest  Tub- 
erculosis Dispensary  where  they  are  then  recommended  for  either 
Sanatorium  or  domiciliary  treatment  as  the  case  may  be.  Their 
houses  are  inspected  and  a full  report  sent  to  the  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  with  full  particulars  of  the  case  and  its  surround- 
ings. In  case  of  death  the  house  is  thoroughly  disinfected  as  soon 
as  convenient  afterwards.  In  November  a Tuberculosis  Dispensary 
was  opened  in  South  Kirkby  to  serve  this  township  and  Moorthorpe 
and  South  Elmsall  which  will  be  very  much  appreciated  and  will 
be  a great  help  in  tackling  the  disease  in  this  populous  district. 


The  problem  of  how  to  deal  with  the  advanced  cases  especially 
those  that  are  married  and  have  a family  is  very  difficult.  During- 
the  year  a spare  block  at  the  Isolation  Hospital,  Brierley  Common, 
has  been  prepared  and  separated  off  from  the  rest  of  the  Hospital 
and  it  is  hoped  that  some  of  the  cases  will  avail  themselves  of  this 
opportunity  of  treatment  and  prevention.  There  is  no  doubt  that 
these  advanced  cases  are  a great  source  of  danger  unless  proper 
precautions  are  taken  and  frequently  several  contact  cases  in  the 
early  stages  of  the  disease  are  found  amongst  other  members  of 
same  household. 

Another  frequent  source  of  dang'er  is  bad  housing  conditions. 
This  has  received  considerable  attention  as  will  be  seen  in  another 
part  of  this  report  relating  to  Housing. 

The  Sanatorium  at  Brierley  Gap  has  been  fully  utilised  during 
the  year  and  the  treatment  there  has,  on  the  whole,  I think,  been 
very  satisfactory.  Early  in  the  year,  on  account  of  the  scarcity  of 
male  patients  due  to  increased  accommodation  being*  found  by  the 
County  Authorities,  a change  was  made  from  male  to  female 
patients. 

Altogether  including  male  and  female  patients,  7 1 patients 
were  admitted  during  the  year,  17  being  men  and  54  women.  The 
men  all  did  very  well  with  the  exception  of  two,  which  were  un- 
suitable cases  for  the  treatment  and  were  discharged.  Of  the  SA 
female  cases  I have  made  the  following  classihcation  as  a result  of

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  preponderating  form  of  convenience  is  unfortunately  still 
of  the  privy  midden  type,  although  there  is  an  increasing  proportion 
of  water  closets  as  new  property  is  built  and  conversions  made. 
The  approximate  number  of  privy  middens  in  the  District  is  5172 
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and  the  water  closets  1510.  Water  Closets  to  the  number  of  334 
were  built  during"  the  year  for  new  houses  and  37  conversions 
were  made. 

It  is  most  important  as  I have  reported  before  that  this  policy 
of  gradually  converting  the  old  privies  into  water  closets  should 
be  persevered  in  and  the  water  carriage  system  gradually 
adopted. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

The  usual  tabular  report  has  been  sent  to  the  Home  Office. 
The  various  factories  and  workshops  are  visited  at  intervals  and 
the  regulations  of  the  Home  Office  are  satisfactorily  carried  out. 

MIDWIVES  ACT. 

The  work  of  the  midwives  in  the  district  continues  to  be  well  done 
and  the  regulations  of  the  above  Act  and  of  the  Notification  of 
Births  Act,  properly  carried  out.  The  supply  of  midwives  is  I 
think  now  adequate  for  the  needs  of  the  district.  Two  cases  only 
of  Puerperal  Fever  occured  during  the  year,  one  of  which  ended 
fatally. 

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

The  year  has  been  a busy  one  at  the  Hospital,  362  cases 
having  been  admitted,  9 of  which  proved  fatal.  During  the  year 
the  old  Isolation  Block  which  had  not  been  used  for  many  years 
was  repaired  and  altered  and  now  makesa  very  pleasant  and  useful 
additional  block  for  convalescent  scarlet  fever  cases.  It  is  hoped 
during  the  coming*  year  to  make  use  of  the  block  set  apart  for 
advanced  cases  of  Phthisis. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Both  the  supply  and  quality  of  the  water  has  been  entirely 
satisfactory  and  there  have  been  no  cases  of  lead  poisoning  or 
disease  carried  by  the  water.  Extensions  of  the  supply  have  been 
made  at  Shafton,  South  Kirkby  and  South  Elmsall  chiefly. 

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

The  sewerage  and  drainage  of  the  district  has  been  on  the 
whole  satisfactory  with  the  exception  of  part  of  South  Kirkby 
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where  the  fall  that  can  be  obtained  is  very  slight  and  is  interfered 
with  by  colliery  working's  in  the  neighbourhood.  The  chief  exten- 
sions have  been  made  at  Great  Houghton,  Ryhill  and  Hemsworth. 

SCHOOLS. 

There  are  33  Ivlementary  Schools  in  the  district  most  of  them 
with  one  or  two  exceptions  being  modern  building's  and  satisfactory 
in  every  way.  On  account  of  the  prevalence  of  Measles  during 
the  year  it  has  been  unfortunately  necessary  to  resort  to  closure 
on  a good  many  occasions.  In  every  such  case,  the  department 
of  the  School  closed  is  thoroughly  cleansed  and  disinfected  before 
it  is  re-o})ened  again.  School  inspection  continues  to  do  good 
work  and  I think  the  parents  are  beginning'  to  realise  more  the 
importance  of  having  the  various  defects  amongst  their  children 
attended  to. 

NOdlFICATION  OF  BIRTHS  ACT. 

During  the  year  the  Council  decided  to  continue  to  administer 
the  Act  in  their  own  area  in  preference  to  its  being  taken  over  by 
the  County  Council.  The  provisions  of  the  Act  have  been  carried 
out  and  there  has  been  a distinct  improvement  in  the  Notification 
of  Births.  The  work  of  the  Health  Visitors  has  been  satisfactorily 
and  conscientiously  done  as  far  as  it  can  be  in  such  a large  and 
scattered  district.  There  is  really  too  much  to  be  done  and  it  is 
not  possible  for  them  to  get  in  a sufficient  number  of  re-visits 
which  are  most  important  and  necessary  if  the  full  benefit  is  to  be 
derived  from  the  primary  visits.  It  is  difficult  to  judge  but  I am 
of  opinion  that  there  has  been  a real  improvement  in  the  care  and 
feeding  of  babies  and  the  cleanliness  of  the  houses  throughout  the 
district. 

In  addition  the  Health  Visitors  have  been  very  useful  in 
bringing  to  my  notice  sanitary  matters  requiring  investigation  in 
the  homes  and  surroundings  of  the  people  which  would  otherwise 
have  escaped  notice.  Useful  work  has  also  been  done  by  them 
in  visiting  cases  of  Phthisis  and  in  keeping  in  touch  with  them 
after  they  have  been  sent  home  from  the  various  Sanatoria. 
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HOUSING. 

An  increased  amount  of  work  has  been  done  during  the  year 
in  connection  with  the  Inspection  of  Houses  underthe  Housing  and 
Town  Planning  Act.  dTe  scarcity  of  Houses  for  the  working 
classes  throughout  the  district  is  in  my  opinion  seriously  affecting 
the  health  of  the  people.  There  are  a great  many  houses  in 
which  there  are  two  families  living',  one  occupying  the  front  rooms 
and  the  other  the  back  with  in  some  cases  lodgers  in  addition. 
This  state  of  things  leads  to  the  spreading  of  ail  kinds  of  infectious 
and  contagious  diseases  such  as  Measles,  Consumption  and  the 
various  fevers  and  the  creation  of  all  kinds  of  insanitary  conditions 
and  dangers  to  the  public  health.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the 
Council  will  expedite  by  all  possibe  means  the  building  schemes 
adopted  by  the  various  townships  with  as  little  delay  as  possible. 
From  an  examination  of  the  details  of  House  Inspection  given 
below,  it  will  be  seen  that  old  and  dilapidated  property  has 
received  a good  deal  of  attention  and  that  progress  is  gradually 
being  made  in  getting  rid  of  old  and  insanitary  property  in  the 
district.  The  work  takes  up  a great  amount  of  time  and  is  rather 
a slow  process  being  hampered  considerably  by  the  difficulty  in 
getting  tenants  out  of  houses  rec[uiring  repairs  and  alterations, 
owing  to  the  scarcity  of  houses  for  them  to  remove  into. 

The  following'  are  the  chief  details  of  the  work  done  under  the

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The  great  majority  of  the  houses  inspected  were  old  property 
of  the  cottag'e  type  and  the  chief  defects  found  were  inadecjuate 
light  and  ventilation,  insufficient  closet  accommodation,  defective 
paving  and  damp  and  dilapidated  walls  and  defective  fall-pipes. 

CONCLUSION. 

As  in  past  years,  I have  in  addition  to  this  report,  supplied  to 
the  Local  Goverment  Board  Tables  of  the  Vital  Statistics  as  required 
by  them  and  also  Table  ‘^C”  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  with  all  the  essential  details  of  the  year’s  work  and  a sum- 
mary of  the  work  done  under  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act. 

Considering  the  report  as  a whole  I am  afraid  it  cannot  be 
considered  satisfactory  as  far  as  the  death  rate  and  Infantile 
Mortality  rate  are  concerned  but  I think  as  I have  already  mention- 
ed, it  can  scarcely  be  wondered  at  when  one  takes  into  consideration 
the  crowded  state  of  the  houses  and  the  conditions  of  living  that 
must  consequently  exist  in  a district  of  this  kind.  I have  great 
hopes  however  that  the  building*  schemes  contemplated  at  Hems- 
worth,  Grimethorpe,  Brierley,  Great  Houghton,  South  Kirkby,  and 
South  Elmsall,  which  are  the  chief  centres  of  population,  will 
relieve  this  state  of  things  and  that  a great  improvement  will 
follow. 

With  regard  to  other  matters  I think  the  report  is  satisfactory 
and  shows  that  an  increasing  amount  of  very  important  and 
useful  work  is  being  done  for  the  improvement  of  the  sanitary 
state  of  the  district  and  I am  much  indebted  to  the  Council  and 
my  fellow  officials  for  the  help  and  support  given  to  me  during 
the  past  year.

I purchased  2 1 samples  of  milk  for  analysis  ; 2 were  adulter- 
ated, 2 were  below  the  standard  of  fat  required,  and  one  purveyor 
was  prosecuted  and  convicted. 

UNSOUND  FOOD. 

During^  the  year  2 stones  of  fruit  and  126  stones  of  meat  were 
surrendered  as  unfit,  and  destroyed.  One  beast  was  reported  by  the 
Police  under  the  1913  Order.  After  its  destruction,  the  cowshed 
was  cleaned  and  disinfected. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

The  2 1 have  been  visited  reg^ularly  during’  the  year.  With 
one  exception  they  were  kept  clean  and  wholesome,  and  all 
offensive  matter  is  removed  soon  after  killing’. 
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OFFENSIVE  TRADES.

The  scavenging  has  been  well  done,  with  one  exception,  this 
difficulty  has  now  been  overcome.

The  three  in  the  district  have  been  kept  clean  and  orderly.
